At Motien and Funshin, where the 
road runs through mountain passes, nu- 
merous forts haye been built so «as to as 
sist one another, and there can b*° no ques- 
tion that if even a small body of Chinese 
had been really disposed to stop the way at 
these points the whole invading army might 
have been required to dislodge them.

That is the eternal Chinese policy, and un- 
léss it be overthrown once and for all, the 
rulers at Pekin will resume their old course 
of insolent deception and strive to rebuild 
their barriers-against civilization and pro- 
gress. Japan has proved that she under- 
stands better than any Western nation 
hcew to handle the Chinese problem, and 
she is bent upon applying drastic but salu- 
tary methods to the end. There can 
acarcely be a doubt respéuting the nature 
of her response to the United States, 
though. on this, as on most topics, her 
leaders are dumb, 

The latest sensation in official circles is 


caused by the arrival at Kobe of a family | 


of Chinese and: Europeap travelers, who 
announce tgp as bearers of 
yoo ag ey come on a ship of the 
China Me ints’ Navigation Co., and sail 
under the German flag. A few of the 
Chinese are gajd to be of good rank, the 
others being low-class mandarins. The prin- 
cipal foreignér is an English employe of 
the Customs service at Tientsin, named 
Dietring, who asserts that he brings a 
friendly letter from Li Hung Chang, and 
with his companions is authorized by that 
dignitary to discuss terms of accommoda- 
tion. Associated with him is Mr. Michie, 
the correspondent of the London Times, 
who once before astounded the Japanese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs by represent- 
ing himself ag an amateur (“‘Deus ex Bella” 
empowered by Li to bring hostilities to an 
end before they had ox ak | begun. Not con- 
tent with a-single rebuff, this gentleman 
returned to court a second time. The Jap- 
anese are afM@azed at the audacity of the 
proceeding, Which they regard as a char- 
acteristic piece of Chinese trickery. If a 
haphazard commission of this sort were 
granted recognition China would be in a 
positon to say hereafter that the whole 
affair was too insignificant for considera- 
tion. by the Court of Pekin, and has been 
tuPned over for eet Bement to the foreign 
Clerk of the Viceroy.

From 
China the néws was flying all over the con- 
tinent before it reached the little narrow 
chamber at Yokohama from which the hard 
working monarch directs the movements of 
his soldier and sailor chiefs. Even now 
many details may be better known on the 
other side of the globe than on this group 
of islands.

COSTLY FUNERAL PILES. 


A, gredt déal has been said in ridicule 
of the congressional custom of prohouné- 
ing eulogies upon dead Congressmen. 
The living Congrésseman never fails to 
take up the nation’s time in describing 
the virtues of the departed tember, and 
he quotes from all the poets and fills up 
pages of thé Congressional Record with 
praises and lamentations. But while we 
may ridicule this unnecessary and ab- 
surd loquaeity there is a very serious 
side to it. | 

At the present moment there’ are 75,000 
volumes % these etilogies of dead Con- 
gressmen ‘lying useless and uncalled for 
in the Capitol. There are 5,371 copies of 
the eulogies on Senator Stanford, and df 
the eulogies on Senator Hearst there are 
4,321 copies. “Sunset’’ Cox is embalmed 
in 3,153 volumes, while 3,624 ate uncalled 
witnesses to the worth of Mr. Townsend. 
To Senator Beck 3,135 volames are de- 
voted. All.this means a great deal of 
money, because the Congréss of the 
United States fis a large body, and no 
dying Congressman can hope: to escape 
a eulogy. All the printing is done at the 
public expense, and whether the Treas- 
ury be full or empty the printer miist 
be paid. All dead Congressmen are fully 
praised in newspapers at no cost what- 
éver to Uncle Sartuel, and even the 
strain to which .the journalistic con- 
science is occasionally subjected in thé 
course of an obituary article is never 
charged for. Why all this extra and tisé- 
less expense at Washington? 

Congfets need not do anything rude 
or abrupt in this case. It need not abol- 
ish the eulogies outright. A simple en- 
actment that each éulogy printed shall 
be paid for by the eulogist would quietly 
dispose of the whole matter, and it 
would never be heard of again.

RESTRICTED POOLING. 


The bill to legalize restricted railroad 
pooling, which had such powerful rail- 
road support that it passed the House 
with a large majority, will probably 
pass the Senate without any serious 
show of opposition. But there is little 
reason for hoping that half the. good 
effects expected from it by any element 
of its supporters will ever materialize. 

The most “catchy” claim put forward 
in its behalf was that legalized pooling 
would, under the supervisory restric- 
tions of the Interstate Commission, stop 
rate wars and thereby put an end to 
secret rate-cutting, rebates, undér-bill- 
ing and all forths of unjust diserimina- 
tion in favor of large shippers and 
against small ones. And it was further 
asserted that the stable, public and un- 
discriminating rates insured by it would, 
even if much higher, be better for busi- 
ness and the public generally than the 
lower but variable rates resulting from 
ruinous rate wars between competing 
points. ; 

3ut it is a well-known and should be 
a well-remembered fact that, before 1887 
when the interstate commerce law made 
pooling illegal, the railroads resorted to 
it ad libitum, and that it was attended 
by, if it did not produce, worse rate wars 
and more unjust discriminations than 
we have ever seen since. The pooling 
agreements were seldom observed for 
any length of time and when they were 
they generally led to the building of 
competing and blackmailing lines, such 
as the “Nickel Plate,” which Brice com- 
pelled the New York Central pool to take 
off his hands at an enormous profit. 
Instead of benefiting either the railroads 
or the public, pooling then only imposed 
worse conditions on both, and it was the 
notoriety of this very fact that induced 
Congress to forbid pooling. Then, as 
now, it was overbuilding, overcapitaligza- 
tion, Gishonest management, jobbing in 
watered stocks, that caused all the rate 
wars and bad faith of the railroads 
towards one another and the public. As 
voluntary pooling agreements between 
the railroads did not end either their 
bad practices or their troubles then, 
will they observe with better faith condi- 
tions imposed on them by the Inter- 
state Commission now? 

Admitting that the Patterson bill still 
makes pooling illegal except as restricted 
and approved by the Mnterstate Com- 
mission, What a tremendous combination 
the latter can create under it,-and what 
an-enormous contribution may not such 
a combination give to campaign funds 
for the privilege of naming the commis- 
sion and wielding through it an unheard 
of power over the commerce @f the coun- 
try! Success in that direction implies 
unlimited stock-watering, and unlimited 
tolls exacted’ from our commerce to 
transmute that water into gold. With 
this in view the railroad attorneys are 
telling us that this bill will restore to a 
dividend paying basis $1,000,000,000 of re- 
dundantly ¢épitalized. ratiroad securi- 
ties that are now paying nothing, and 
enable the railroad managers to resume 
their overbuilding operations, furnishing 
employment to armies of car builders, 
iron and steel workers, trackmakers, 
bridge builders and tie cutters.

Webster's “great treason,” in the esti- 
mation of the class to which Smalley 
bélongs, is that he deliberately and de- 
cidedly preferred the maintenarice intact 
of the Union and the Constitution to 
any and everything else—even to the 
immediate abolitidn of slavery: While 


| Abolitionists were denouncing the na- 
| tional flag as “‘a flaunting lie,” and de- 


claring that neither Union nor Constt- 
tution, nor both combined, were worth 
preserving while they recogniged an in- 
stitution without. the reeognition of 
which neither of them could have 
had-an existence when and as 
they did— Webster was the  brav- 
est and ablest defender of national unity 
and national law against enemies North 
and South. .When, in spite of all the 
efforts of himself and his associates, 
Abolitionism and Secéssionism erew 
apace, fie urged a compromise which 
he hoped and believed might avert the 
civil War otherwise inevitable. Like 
Lincoln, after the war had actually be- 
gun, he was in favor of “saving the 
Union with or without slavery,” but to 
save the Union at any price and all 
hazards. 

This was the sum and substance, the 
true intent and meaning, of the famous 
7th of March speech which . Smalley 
ealis “that - great treason” which 
“plunged him down the abyss.” Web- 
ster knew just what he was doing and 
why, and he never regretted it. He was 
then, as he always had been, an oppo- 
nent of slavery on principle; but he pre- 
ferred to get rid of it peacefully if pogsi- 
ble, rather than drown it in a sea of 
fraternal blood. His fears were laughed 
at as cowardice, his patriotism and phi- 
lanthropy scorned as ignoble weakness; 
and the war came as he had predicted, 
and slavery was abolished in the worst 
possible way for all concerned. That 
compromise. failed was certainly no 
fault of his, any more than of Clay and 
those ‘who followed these great leaders 
in 1850. He and they did what they could 
and all they could in the interests of 
peace, and for the sake of Union and 


Constitution. 


Posterity is learning to do justice to 
the motives and the sacrifices of Webster 
in the final effort which cost him his 
popularity. “His best fame” is buried 
in ho “abyss.” It lives, and will con- 
tinue to live, long after “Tray, Blanche 
and Sweetheart, the little dogs and all,” 
have ceased to bark.

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THE NEW NAVAL WARFARE. 

In nothing has there been such a come 
plete revolution, in such comparatively 
short time, as in naval warfare. The 
ehange from stage-coach to railway was, 
perhaps, as great, but a much longer 
time was required for its accomplish- 
ment; and there are more stage coaches 
running te-day than there are wooden 
warships afloat. Steam power, of course, 
had been intreduced in the navies of the 
world at an earlier period, but at the be- 
ginning of our civil war there were at 
least as many sailing vessels as steam-~- 
ers, if not more; and not until the Mer- 
rimae, an iron-clad ram and floating bat- 
tery, and the Monitor, a turreted iron 
raft, cdrrying two heavy guns, had their 
memorable duel in Hampton Roads, was 
the new regime fairly inaugurated. Since 
then progress has been rapid (whether 
in the right or wrong direction remains 
to be seen); and now wooten sailing 
vessels, armed» with guns of ordinary 
size, are as obsolete for war purposes as 
the rowing gaileys of old Rome. Only 
two questions—but these of supreme im- 
portance—are monopolizing the atten- 
tion of naval authorities at present: 
First, how much armor can a ship carry 
without becoming unseaworthy?—and 
second, can any armor be made which 
monster. projectiles, driven from mon- 
stér guns, will not penetrate? 

Meanwhile one thing at least is cer- 
tain: What may be called the romance 
of nayal warfare has vanished forever. 
The tall and graceful masts, with their 
pyramids of white canvas, have given 
place to a stack of funnels belching forth 
clouds of sooty smoke. The 90, 100 and 
120 guns, each manned by its own crew, 
and emulating each other in the rapid- 
ity and accuracy of fire, are supplanted 
by ten or a dozen enormous machines 
handled by steam, and firing at lone 
intervals. No more broadsides at close 
quarters, no more boarding parties led 
by gallant officers, no more neat tricks 
of seamanship to get the advantage of 
position by taking advantage of the 
wind—all, all gone. When a ship may be 
sunk by a single shot sent from two or 
three miles away, or blown up by an 
invisible torpedo, or rammed to death by 
a Swifter adversary, naval combats nec- 
essarily become very cfla-blooded busi- 
ness. Imagine Nelson, or Collingwood, 
or Paul Jones, or Decatur, locked up in a 
bomb-proof house, and giving his orders 
through a speaking-tube, instead of 
walking the deck in full sight of foes 
and friends, and ready—if occasion te- 
quired—to lead his crew sword in hand!

Certainty the rising author is 
heavily handicapped in the race for 
fame, if competing publications are ac- 
cepted unread, merely because “they are 
English, you know.” 

And our achievement of literary inde- 
pendence from ‘the mother country is 
also rendered more difficult from the 
toadyism of some of otrr leading maga- 
zines. On the cover of a late issue of one 
of them is emblazoned the name of 
Rudyard Kipling, that Anglo-Indian 
with the eye of an artist and the soul 
of acad. Withm the magazine is one of 
hts. stories, éleverly written, of course, 
but filled from end to end with contempt- 
uous and sneering remarks about the 
peopie into whose homes this magazine 
goes, Take this for a sample: “Theré 
Was no chance now of mistaking the 
man’s nationality. It was a lawful son 
of the Youngest People, whose predeces- 
sors were the red Indian. His voice had 
risen to the high throaty crow of his 
breed when they labor -under excite- 
ment. His glose-set eyes showed by 
turns unnecessary fear, annoyance be- 
yond reason, rapid and purposeless 
flights of thought, and the child's 


‘pathetic bewilderment who knocks his 


head against the bad, wicked table.” 
But worse than any single sentence is 
the tone of the whole tale, which is writ- 
ten to show the great superiority of the 
English life over the American. 

Nobcdy but an Englishman like Kip- 
ling could have written such a thing, 
and no where but in an American mag- 
azine would good native work have been 
crowded out to make room for such a 
Vulgar tirade. 

In former years we were foolishly 
sensitive about foreign criticism. Now 
we invite ill-pred Englishmen into our 
parlors and applaud them when they 
insult ws. Toadyism can go no further. 
The only case approaching this is that 
of an old Prussian soldier, who boasted 
that the Great Frederick had onte con- 
descended to kick him. And the Amer- 
ican author must be content to take a 
back seat as long as his countrymen pre- 
fer to pay well for the privilege of being 
kicked by English cads.

A PIOUS PRINCE. 

Since the Duke of York has accom- 
plished the remarkable feat (unprece- 
dented in the higtory of English mon- 
archy) of furnishing an heir to the throne 
in the fcurth generation, it has become 
quite the fashion among English jour- 
nals of the more serious sort to set forth 
his alleged religious proclivities. Here 
is one of the latest efforts in that line: 

But Prince George had always an- 
other side to his character. An Australian 
bishop at whose house the Princes stayed 
for a week or two, offered a Bible to both 
as a parting gift. Quite recently the bishop 
was invited to Sandringham. The Prince 
of Wales showed him the Bible he ha‘ 
given Prince George, and remarked that it 
was well worn. “I do believe,” added his 
royal highness, “that my son has read a 
chapter from the book every day since you 
put it in his hands.” 

This. sounds very much like that de- 
spicable thing commonly calHed “cant.” 
If all, or even half, of the stories are 
true, Prince George’s daily Bible-reading 
did not prevent him from indulging in 
a variety of youthful sins for which 
there is meither leave nor license in the 
eacred book. And if his father had 
read the same book to better purpose, it 
might have saved him from similar sins 
in maturer years; and also from the 
historic editorial “reading of the riot 
act” by the London. Times, because of his 
connection with the miserable baccarat 


scandal. 


Two things are tolerably certain: If 
Prince George behaves himself in a man- 
ner worthy of his high position present 
and prospective, the English people will 
not trouble themselves greatly about his 
daily Bible readings. If he does not so 
behave, and follows the example of 
George IV. of malodorous memory, all 
the resources of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society will not save him from a 
storm of popular wrath which may lose 
him the crown. | 
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LUXURY AND DECENCY. 


We hear a great deal lately from 
many sources about the fearful growth 
of luxury and the prodigal and even sin- 
ful expenditure of the rich. The “pluto- 
crat” with his lavish banquets, priceless 
wines, countless servants, gorgeous 
yachts, blooded horses, imported grooms 
and foreign castles, is held up to us as a 
“shocking example” of the sin of luxury. 
And all of us good people with small 
means faise our hands in holy horror.

And as the 
monthly dry goods bill comes to the 
Weary head of the family, how many of 
the items are for actual necessities or 
even comforts? and this catalogue might 
be extended indefingtely. To be sure, in 
the eyes of most of us, especially the 
women, to make a decent appearance is 
a necessity. But what constitutes a de- 
cent appearance? That depends entirely 
upon the habits of the set one moves in. 
The principle is the same from the shoes 
of the peasant to the ducal son-in-law of 
the ultra-millionaire.. We are all tarred 
with the same stick. We all waste 
money and suffer loss of comfort for the 
sake of making a decent appearance. 
And rather than envying, we should pity 
the poor plutocrat, who must suffer so 
many uncomfortable inflictions in order 
that he may live up to the standard 
which the world demands of him.

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The provision of the Federal Constitu- 
tion that no person shall “‘be subject for 
the same offense to be twice put in 
jeopardy of life or limb’’ applies only to 
trials in the United States courts. But 
all the States have the same provision 
in their organic law, and it has hitherto 
operated to make a jury’s verdict of ac- 
quittal a finality and to prechide any 
further arraignment of the accused for 
the same offense. Second arraignments 
have been possible only in cases of mis- 
trial where the jury failed to bring in 
a verdict and a second jury became 
necessary to convict the accused or to 
end the case forever by an acquittal. 
The Connecticut Supreme Court, how- 
ever, has decided that even an acquittal 
by a jury shal! not be a finality, and that 
the State shall be allowed to take an 
appeal and renew the prosecttion in 
cases where adn error of the court below 
in excluding evidence which might have 
changed the verdict so vitiated the pro- 
ceedings that the trial stands uycom- 
pleted. Our courts are making a great 
deal of new law for this country without 
asking the consent of our legislative 
bodies. 


- 
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‘In refusing to sustain Excise Commis- 
sioner Bell's effort to collect dramshop 
license taxes from the aristocratic clubs 
that have to pay for a Federal license to 
run their liquor business, the State 
Supreme Court appeared to be influenced 
mainly by the fact that other Collectors 
had permitted these clubs to sell liquor 
for the last fifteen years without a State 
or city license. The court seéms to have 
held that, if this administrative inter- 
pretation of the law was erroneous, and 
not in accordance with the intent of the 
Legislature, that body could have settled 
long ago all questions as-to the intent, 
and may easily at its approaching ses- 
sion put it beyond the power of collect- 
ors to discriminate between the dram 
drinking privileges of the poor and the 
rich. Gov. Stone seems to be opposed to 
such discrimination, and to dissent as 
a lawyer from the interpretation hith- 
erto given to the law by city collectors. 
If so he may in his message give the 
Republican majority in our Legislature 
a chance to decide whether the discrim- 
ination shall stop or be continued. 


Cleveland, O., is claiming a larger growth 
than Cincinnati, and supposes itself to hay 
156,000 to 9,000 more people than the Queen 
City. Cleveland may be working the Chi- 
cage echeme of taking in everybody out 
in the corn fields and counting the dead. 
At any rate, the Cincinnatians will not 
readily admit that their city has been 
distanced right at home, and will go over 
to Newport and Covington before yielding 
the point. It is possible that the Hon. 
Tom Johnson has put so much life into 
Cleveland that she has gone ahead faster 
than outsiders are ready to believe. 
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It has been reported to the police that 
the valuable diamond ring belonging to 
Benjamin Harrison, the coachman of Col. 
Ed Butler, has been stolen, If this is the 
same valuable jewel which Mr. Harrison 
once lost in a runaway and afterwards 
recovered, the loss is a serious one. When 
the rogues of St. Louis become so bold as 
to invade the premises of Col. Butler, it 
is time for all of us to be on our guard.

[In her loneliness and weakness 
she was seeking sympathy from this good 
physician, who only knew her profession- 
ally; and it was his words of sympathy, 
encouragement and hope which attracted 
my attention. A brother could hardly have 
been kinder to her than he was, and I have 
known some brothers whose kindness for 
a sister in distress was far less. I know 
that the poor woman went away with a 
lighter heart than she came, and I re- 
membered what Jesus said« “Inasmuch as 
ye have done it unto one of the least of 
these, my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me.’’ 
We cannot all of us—only a few of us, 
indeed—lend..aheiping hand to those who 
need. it, at least in cases where the hand 
must hold money. But there are none of 
us 80 poor as not to be able to lend a help- 
ing word; and not unfrequently the word is 
better than the money—always, if the latter 
is given grudgingly. Children as we are of 
a common Father, ought we not to deal 
gently, tenderly, zenerously with our broth- 
€rs and sisters struggling against a sea of

The hearing of evidence in the Courtenay 
“gssfult to kill case in which Edward 8t. 
George Courtenay is charged with assault 
to kill in shooting Minnie Schilling on 
March 20 was completed yesterday .after- 
moon and the case was given to the jury 
shortly before 6 p. m., without argument. 
A sealed verdict was ordered by Judge 
Edmonds at 6:30 p. m., and court adjourned 


until to-morrow. 

The case looked very dark for the de- 
fendant. Marshall McDonald, his attorney, 
virtually threw up the spenge. He re- 
marked as the jury was about to retire, 
“I will give them ten minutes to give him 
ten yeirs. That is my judgment. 

The State sprung two important sur- 

rises yesterday afternoon in rebuttal tes- 
mony which completely knocked the bot- 
tom out of the defense. 

A BOLD STROKE. 

The first was the testimony of Dr. A. 
C. Robinson. His testimony entirely exon- 
erated Miss Sshilling of the imputation 
which had been brought against her char- 
acter. The State being unable to offer any 
direct testimony other than Miss Schil- 
ling’s denial, refuting the statements of 
Ollie Cteiborne, the il4-year-old niece ol 

Courtenay that Miss Schilling had been 

guilty of improper conduct, resolved upon 

& desperate course, and Dr. Robinson was 

called in to give evidence as Miss Schil- 

ling’s physician. His evidence left the de- 
fense in the position of having attacked 
the reputation of an innocent young gir! 

Without being able to sustain the allega- 

tions made 

The next surprise was the testimony of 
W. W. Denny, custodian of the Records in 
the Supreme Council of the Legion of 
Honor, into which order Courtenay had 
been admitted as a mémber. An applica- 
, tion of Courtenay’s for admission was of- 
fered in evidence. It was dated April 5, 
1885. In answer to written questions Court- 
enay had replied that there was no taint 
of insanity in his family; that he had never 
received an injury or had ever been sub- 
ee to fits, headache or neuralgia or any 
nfectious disease. The defendant's attor- 
heys Marshall McDonald and Hon. J. W. 
Drabelle were stricken almost dumb and 
eould offer nothing to combat this testi- 
mony. ’ 

When court convened in the afternoon 
after the noon recess the defense offercd 
Courtenay’s diary and an atlas containing 
Some flowers alleged to have been given 
Miss Schilling by Courtenay in evidence, 
and rested its case. 

The State first put Mrs. Courtenay on the 
Stand to identify a letter which she had 
written Miss Schilling’ on one occasion 
when she was away from home, in which 
she stated that she was satisfied with a 

lace in which she was living, and asked 
fiss Schilling to care for the place at home. 

Objection was mdde by Mrs McDonald and 
the objection sustained, but the letter was 
admitted later. It was offered to show that 

Mrs. Courtenay was not jealous of Mies 
Schilling at that time. Dr. Robinson’s tes- 

timony came next, followed by Denny of 

on of Honor. A letter received by 
chilling from J..H. Courtenay, a 
brother of the defendant, in Ireland, ask- 
ing her not to prosecute Courtenay was in- 
troduced.

the FORE EDMUNDS’ INSTRUCTIONS. 

The fact that Marshall McDonald agreed 
to submit the case without argument 
‘ ghowed that he had little hope of winning. 
Judge Edmunds instructed the jury that 
the crime with which Courtenay is 
charged is punishable with impris- 
onment fram two to ten years in the 
penitentiary. The instructions contained 

nothing unusual, simply covering the le- 

al phases of the case 

Orne Court waited halffan hour, and the 
jury, not having reached a verdict, by 
agreement of counsel the jury was instruct- 
ed to bring in a sealed verdict and court 
adjourned. 

Dr. Courtenay fainted in the court yes- 
terday afternoon when Dr. Keating Bauduy 
had just finished his testimony. Dr. 
Bauduy said he thought Courtenay irre- 
sponsible for his conduct at the time he 
shot Miss Minnie Schilling. Dr. Bauduy 
had been called as a medical expert. 


VERDICT IN. 

At 10 o'clock the jury, after having been 
out five hours, returned a sealed verdict. 
It will be opened at 10 o’clock Monday 
morning.

Mayor Fitgpatfick is being geverely criti- 
cised to-night Dy the better elass ef citizens 
of New Orleans, who not oamly deprecate

and disgrace tkat is bronght upon the 
city by just such affairs as that of last night. 
Many are sayingthatthe Mayor was guilty 
of misfeasapee in issuinga permit for the 
fight to take piace, im the face of the pro- 
hibitory state law. The fact is 
that there was no more interested spectator 
at the fight thin Mayor Fitzpatrick. 
He wasthere at the beginning and did not 
depart until after the fatal blow was struck. 
When Bowen was carried unconscious and 
bleeding from the arena the Mayor remained 
up until news was brought to him that the 
injured pugilist was not so seriously 
hurt as had veem supposed. Then 
he went to bed and was 
still sleeping when word was carried to his 
house that Bower had died from his injuries. 

Immediately on reaching his office, tris 
moraing, he revoked the permit for the 
Dem psey-Ryan contest, whica was to have 
come off to-night, and te instructed the 
Onief of Policeto promptly arrest every ono 
found in the arena, should en attempt be 
made to follow out the advertised pro. 
gramme. These precautions, however, 
were altogether unnecessary, forthe Aud- 
itorium Club had already called the Oght off. 

In speaking of the revocation ef the per- 
mit, Mayor Fitgpatrick said: ‘**I donot 
know whateffectthe death ef Bowen will 
have on pugilism future.

NO MORE PRIZE FIGHTS.

CHAMPION CORBETT. 


Says Bowen’s Death Will Seriously In- 
terfere With Future Fights. 


DALLAS, Tex., {Dec. 15.—James J. Corbett 
was informed ofthe death of Bowen when 
he reached Dalias last night. The cham- 
pion looked astonished and sald: 

‘*Is Bowen dead, truly? I’m sorry to hear 
itr. I read an account of the fight In this 
morning newspapers but bad not heard of 
his death and wags hoping that the worst 
fears were ungrounded. Astothe biow, I 
ao not know what kindofa ore Lavigne 
used, but it must have beenterrific. it will 
hurt pugilism and makes me more eager 
than ever to get out of the business.’’ 

‘*‘Do you not belleve the refinement, go- 
called, of the glove contests of recent years, 
under Queensbery rules, as compared with 
the time-honored London ring rules, with 
bare knuckles on the turf, is subject to 
doubt, in the light of the numerous fatalities 
and serious injuries that have taken place?’’ 

‘*‘No, ldo not. The many fatalities that 
have takea placeof late camheot, I believe, 
be ascribed to the styie of fighting, but to the 
men who useit. In these days fighters train 
more, are ia better condition, and in every 
respect more skillfuland scientific than they 
were in the days when the London prize ring 
rules were in vogwe. One reason why 50 
many more accidents attend boxing these 
days is that the boxers pick out vital spots 
on which te strike a man, and with adaed 
skill are able to reach their aim more often. 
The. doxers of to-dey are more scientific than 
those of former days, and to this alone. may 
be charged many of the recent acci- 
dents. The contests under London 
prize ring rales were far more 
brutal than those tought under Queensbury 
rules. London rules permita man to throw 
hisantagenist and them jump on him after 
he is dowa. No, I don't believe there can be 
any comparison between the two methods of 
fighting.’’ 

**‘What is your opinion of the future of 
pugilism?’’ ; 

**] believe it is soming to an end pretty 
fast. In another year it willbe pretty hard 
to pull off a fight anywhere.

PACIFIC RAILROAD LAWS. 


ABill in the House to Amend Them—Gen- 
eral News From Washington. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., De. 15.—Representative 
Caminetti has introduced « }ill providing for the 
amendment of the Pacific railroad laws to the 
‘effect that upon a failure of either of the com- 

vanies which received aid in (heir construction from 
ire Government to pay the debt due the United 
. States, the Secretary of the Treasnry shall imme- 
diately take possession of the road and make ar- 
rangements with the holders of prior liens for an 
edition of the bends for a period of twenty-five 
years. After this the Government is to assume the 
Management of the road and conduct its business. 
The bill contains a specific ceclaration that it Is 
**not to be the object ef the United States to enter 
into the railroad transportation business,” and 
a means is provided for gradually withdrawing the 
train service from the public use. The bill also 
requires the President to take steps to collect any 
fund of any of these roads from any individual or 

tion who or which may have diverted them 
contrary to law, with a view to securing their ‘re- 


covery. a. 


Capital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 15.—In his recent 
annual report Col. N. J. Wilson. in charge of pub- 
lic buildings and ds, expregses an earnest hope 
that Congress will give speedy attention to the 
matter of providing suitable offices for the Presi- 
dent outside of the executive mansion. 

The Boston delegation, headed by Dr. Barrow’s, 
representing the United I’riends of Armenia, spent 
an hour to-day in conversation with Secretary 
Gresham, urging the propriety of some action by 
this Govérnment on behalf of the Christian Ar- 
menians. The Secretary heard their representa- 
tions, but declined to commit himself.

Attempt to Be Made to Amend 
‘the Registration Laws. 


RECORDER HIGGINS HAS PREPARED 
TWO BILLS FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


One Requires the Registration of Voters 
Every Year-—Democrats Raise the 
Point Whether the Recorder Is Justi- 
fied in Giving the Poll-Books to a Re- 
publican Official for Grand-Jury In- 
vestigation. 


The drafts of two registration bills are 
now being prepared by Recorder of Voters 


Higvins, and will be offered to the General 
Assembly very early in its session. The 
first is a new measure providing for radical 
changes in the manner of effecting regis- 
tration and conducting the elections. Prac- 
tically it will prescribe for the beginning of 
new registration thirty days before each 
general election, such registration to be 
opened in the wards and to continue fer ten 
days. The officials charged with taking 
this registration would then be required to 
verify it, either in person or by deputies, 
for whose acts the ward registration offi- 
cers would be responsible, such verification 
to consume five days. As this revision prog- 
ressed, the revisors would be required to 
send notices through the mail to all per- 
sons whose names had been stricken off, 
and to post printed lists of the original reg- 
istration at the doors of the office for in- 
rie and to be copied, the object of this 
provision being to make every citizen a 
monitor to watch the vote of his’ own 
ward. It. would: epable. any interested ber- 
son*to go around and ascertain ‘for him- 
self the correctness or error of the registra- 
tion. The registration books would form 
a part of the election records in the poll- 
ing place on election day for purposes of 
identification, and by them ft would be pos- 
sible tovascertain instantly the right of the 


applicant to vote, his signature, birthplace | 
and all other evidences in support of his | 
claim being subject to instant and infalli- | 


ble test. This is one feature of the law 
which Mr. Higgins believes would make the 
exercise of the elective franchise all but 
fraud-proof. 


The other ill in course of preparation 
takes the present law as a basis, but sub- 
jects it to such a radical amendment as to 
make of it practically a new law. The Re- 
corder would have the Board of Revision 
sit for: ninety days instead of twelve, as 
now, and to take the registration from day 
to day and dispose of it finally. It wouhl 
sit for several days before the close of rege- 
istration to give additional registration, 
and to notify all persons by mail what reez- 
istration the canvassers have established. 
Each person whose case was reported upon 


adversely would receive a notice to that ef-| 


fect through the mail, and each: person 
whose right to vote was established would 
receive through the mail a properly pre- 
pared card, which should be the certificlate 
of his right to vote, and without which he 
should not be allowed to vote. The exact 
standing of both classes of persons would 
thus be established beyond all question, 
and each person distinctly notified of his 
standing. 

But the most remarkable feature of the 
reform as outlined by the Recorder wouid 
be a perforated ballot, the perforations to 
be between the different tickets. The 
voter, on receiving the whole ballot, would 
tear off the part he desired to have counted, 
and to prepare it for deposit in the box. 
The unused part would be inclosed in an 
envelope and returned to the judges, and 
would be by them returned in the envelope, 
as originally inclosed by the voter, to the 
Recorder of Voters, with all other records 
and property used in the election. “And, as 
a further insurance against fraud the Re- 
corder proposes that every ballot used in 
the entire city be mumbered in series, a 
combination of letters and numbers. and 
even specially designed characters like 
those orapoyes on checks, drafts, bonds 
and the like. And each ticket on one ballot 
should be so stamped, so that even if all 
the tickets were torn one from the other, it 
could be instantly seen to which ballot they 
all and severally had belonged. If this 
plan were carried out with proper safe- 
guards, the Recorder maintains that ballot 
box stuffing would be impossible, while the 
ecard system of registration would’ estab- 
lish each voter’s status beyond cavil. 

The Recorder will also recommend the 
abolition of the hourly count, whereby two 
judges are in exclusive possession of one 
ballot box and tally sheet, in a part of the 
polling place, apart from the location of the 
receiving judges and clerks and the ballot 
box in their charge; and he would have the 
entire gount made at the close of the vot- 
ing in t&e presence of all the judges and 
clerks. 


The Recomer does not think that the 
woe Pardee f primary elections properly 
belongs to the office he fills; but even if the 
abolition of the Ryan primary election law 
shall not be considered expedient hé has 
several suggestions to offer for its improve- 
ment. ‘For one thing he would hdve no 
registrations for primary elections; but 
would use the old poll-books and thus 
guard against indiscriminate and fraudu- 
lent transfers. He would also provide for 
the establishment of more than two polling 
paces in a ward in the discretion of the 
ecorder; a provision that would do away 
with some of the worst features of factional 
politics, and enable the rival factions Ss

A Sult to Recover $30,500 on Railroad 
Bond Coupons.

DIED IN SEVEN MINUTES AFTER LEAV- 
ING THE, COUNCIL AT WIN DSOR. 


He Had Stood More Than an Hour inthe 
Presence of His Sovereign and Was 
Completely Exhausted-—The Russian 
Loan-London Aroused Over Armen- 
ian Atrocities.

LONDON, Dec. 15.—The sudden death pt 
Sir John Thompson, the Canadian Pre- 
according to the information from 
an authoritative source, communicated to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent, which 
leaves no room for doubt, was directly 
due to the tedious formalities attending 
the royal council at Windsor. The session 
was abnormally long, lasting one hour 
and twenty-five minutes, during the whole 
of which time, according to usage, all pres- 
ent save the Queen were compelled to re- 
main standing in a respectful attitude 
without*moving. The severe strain told on 
the youngest.and most robust of the cour- 
tiers present and compietely exhausted the 
Premier. When released from the council 
charfiber he staggered to a chair, his ghast- 
ly appearance exciting. alarm. He imme- 
diately became sick and died in seven min- 
utes. The accounts of his death were 
toned down for the purpose in order to 
obviate the true conclusion that this dis- 
tinguished official was a martyr to the 
Queen’s insisting on a rigorous observance 
of royal forms. When Mr. Gladstone, the 
late Prime Minister, expressed inability to 
beaithe fatigue he was permitted to sit 
durii ® the royal functions at Windsor, 
but «de Queen never relished departing 
from the custom even in his case. The 
Queen herself of late years is always no- 
ticeably exhausted by the tedium of 
lengthy councils, and the older Ministers 
avoid them whenever possible. 

As a result’ of the consultation of the 
Unionist leaders it has been privately de- 
cided to raise on the opening of Parliament, 
as a breach of privilege, Lord Teedmouth’s 
rejected offer of $10,000 to the Nationalist 
party revealed b Edward Blake in his 
New York speech.

RERLIN, Dec. 15.—Before the Reichstag voted 
this. afternoon on the application of the Public 
Prosecutor for permission to punish the Socialist 
members who on Thursday a week ago reftised to 
rise and cheer the Emperor, the universal opinion 
was that the Govermment had made a serious mis- 
take in demandimg that the Reichstag forego its 
congtitutional prerogatives and authorize the judi- 
cial punishment of Liebknecht and the other So- 
cialists on the charge of les mafseste, 

It was known on every side that the advice of 
the Reichstag committee to which the matter was 
referred had a treme@dous inflméence upon the mem- 
bers, and therefore nobody was- surprised when the 
Reichstag adopted, by a vote of 168 to 5&8, the re- 
port of the committee recommending -that per- 
mission be not granted to the Public Prosecutor to 
take action against the Socialists. 

The significance of this decison can hardly be 
overrated, as it is not merely a defeat of the Gov- 
ernment proposal, but a distinct rebuff for the 
Emperor himself, as it 1s an open secret that he was 
the author of this attempt to make the Reichstag 
surrender one of its privileges. ‘ 

What the Emperor will do in view of this moral 
slap in the face is a question which the people are 
asking themselves. 

The impression now prevails that the Hohenlohe 
regime will *e short-lived, unless the Chancellor 
quickly develops a more masterly grasp of the 
situation than this big mistake evidences.

VENICE, Il., Dee. 15.—At the adjourned meet- 
ing of the Village Board last night representatives 
of the Madisen County Ferry Co. and of the Madi- 
son, Venice & East St. Louis Railroad Co. were 
present in advocacy of their respective applications 
for street railway franchises. After hearing the 
lobbyists an ordinance was introduced by the Or- 
dinance Committee embodying portions of the pro- 
visions of both other ordinances. This was re- 
ferred to Attorneys R. J. Brown and Fravons & 
Warnock for their légal opinion. The new ordin- 
ance provides for an electric railroad from Ferry 
street in Venice to the Madison village boundary, 
to be run in connection with the Ferry company 
and to be commenced in sixty days and completed 
in six months after a bond of $5,000 is given by 
the grantees, conditioned upon the completion of 
the road in the time provided. 

The Madison village officials recently indicted by 
the Grand Jury will demand an lumediate trial 
for the purpose of exoneration.

BALSAC’S STATUS. 


Futile Efforts of the French Commitiee to 
Secure Its Completion. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Dec. 8—The Men of Letters 
in France had no luck with their 
statue of Balzac. It was decided up- 
on in 1888, and Chapu was to be 
the sculptor. But Chapu asked for time on 
account .of his increasing illness, and in 
1891 he died. He had received £200 of the 
modest £1,400 for which any French sculp- 
tor would be more than glad to do his best 
for Balzac and the country; and this little 
Sum, with an addition of £40, was conceded 


the family, in consideration of the time 
which Chapu had given to preliminary stud- 
les. Several sculptors then voluntarily of- 
fered their services, and those of Rodin—as 
everybody knows—were accepted. Two hun- 
dred pounds were moderately given to 
Rodin as a start, and he undertook, in 
black and white, to deliver the statue at 
the very beginning of 1893. In the course 
of his work he received another £200. It is 
obvious to the least arithmetical that the 
Sum at the disposal of the Men of Letters 
was now pretty low. But what was their 
dismay when a committee was invited by 
Rodin to pronounce upon a’ Balzac 
who was represented with extremely little 
legs, very wide apart, and—not to put too 
fine a point upon. it—a stomach that com- 
bined the size of Falstaff’s with the ab- 
ruptness of that of Punch. The tommit- 
tee disclaimed any intention of interfering 
with M. Rodin’s artistic conscience, but 
they represented to him that there were 
years in Balzac’s life when he_ had not 
that stomach quite, when he had a neck, 
and when his Teas came more or less’ to- 
gether, and that the most sensitive con- 
science need not be wounded by taking him, 
as a model for a statue in one of those 
happler years. The sculptor admitted all 
this, took home his clay, and sat down to 
think.it over. The thinking is not yet done, 
and France is lon for her Balzac. Then 
there is the pat. subject of the £400. The 
comittee have been ob in loyalty to 
their subscribers, to ask M. Rodin either 
to hurry up his artistic conscience or to 
return the £400, and to alow the commit- 
tee to n'their share in a contract of 
which his share had not been fulfilled.

Sec. 1. Every individual on entering the profes- 
sion, as he becomes thereby entitled to all its 
privileges and immunities, incurs an obligation to 
exert his best abilities to maintain its diguity and 
honer, to exalt its standing and to extend the 
bounds of its usefulness. He should, therefore, ob- 
serve strictly such laws as are instituted for the 
government of its members; should avoid all con- 
tumelious and sSareastie remarks relative to the 
faculty as a bedy; and while by unwearied diii- 
gence he resoRts to every honorable means of en- 
riching the selence, be should entertain a ‘due 
respect for his seniors, who have, by their labors, 
brought it to the elevated condition in which he 
finds it 

sec. 2. There if no profession from the members 
of which greater, purity of character and a higher 
standard of moral excellence are required than the 
medical; and to attain such eminence is a duty 
every physician owes alike to his profession and 
his patients. It is dne to the latter, as without 
it he cannot command their respect and confidence, 
and to both, becatise no scientific attainments can

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United States Has More Physicians 
Than the Whole of Europe, 
Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Of the 140 medical colleges in the United 
States only seven require a four years’ 
course. A different state of things pre- 
vails in Europe. In Great Britain there are 
only sixteen institutions authorized to 
grant degrees or diplomas of different 
grades. No person is allowed to register 
as a medical student unless he possesses 
a degree in arts from some recognized col- 
lege or has passed an examination in Latin, 
in arithmetic, algebra and geometry, in the 
elementary mechanics of solids and fiuids, 
and in one: of several optional subjects, 
which include Greek, elementary chemistry 
and biology. The course of medical study 
extends over five years, of about nine 
months each. Three examinations must be 
passed before a candidate is authorized to 
practice. 

In France there are seven faculties which 
confer the degree of medicine. The re- 
quirements for admission to the medical 
course are a diploma in classical studies, 
and a certificate that a designated amount 
of work has been done in physics, chem- 
istry, and the natural sciences, The mini- 
mum duration of medical study is four 
years. 

Germany has twenty universities that 
confer the degree of doctor. but one 
require four years of medical study. The 
attainment*of a doctor’s degree does not 
eonfer a license to practice. For that a 
severe State examination is prescribed, 
Similar regulations obtain in Austro-Hun- 
gary. In Ital 
six years, and in Switzerland a candidate 
for admission to a medical department 
must have first passed through a thorough 
college training, and his medical studies 
must embrace a period of not less than five 
years. 

The effect of the precautions to insure 
professional competence is shown in the 
number of licensed practitioners. There 
are 22,105 in Great Britain, 16,593 in France, 
16,270 in Germany, 10,69 in Austro-Hungary 
and only 8,580 in Italy. 

In the United Staies there are more than 
100,000 licensed physicians, or more than

| WARM SESSION OF THE CONVENTION 


YESTERDAY AT DENVER. 


Gompers Vindicated in His Contest With 
the New York Waiters—John Burns 
Bids Farewell to the Delegates—A 
Warning to Admit to Their Councils 
«Only Workers at Trades. 


DENVER, Colo., Dec. 15.—Plank No. 10 
in the political platform of the Federation 
Convention, which is the Socialistic plank, 


caused a lively discussion during the morn- 
ing session, the question being on,the mo- 
tion to refer to subordinate unions, 

Delegate McGuire made a strong argu- 
ment against re-referring. He said .the 
question: had made trouble enough in the 
unions. He was once a Socialist, but had 
become convinced of the folly of.the idea. 
He spoke against Socialism, asserting that 
its advocates had become crazed by the 
hard timés. 

Mr. Morgan rose to a point of personal 
privilege. He said Mr. McGuire had re- 
flected upon him. He said he got his first 
lessons in Socialism’ from Mr. McGuire 
when he was an organizer for Socialist 
labor parties. He further said: 

“He was in rags. I was ashamed of his 
personal appearance.”’ 

Cries of “Shame” at once came from all 
parts of the hall, and the speaker was 
called to order by the chair, who ruled that 
the floor was forfeited. 

Mr. Morgan refused to sit down, after re- 
peatediy being ordered to do so. Finally 
he appealed from the decision of the chair. 
The decision was sustained by the conven- 
tion. 

Delegate Daley of the Lasters’ Union an- 
nounced that although he was instructed by 
his union to vote for the present programme 
entire, the abolition of the preamble he 
considered released him from this obliga- 
tion, and he should vote against plank 10. 
Delegate Patrick McBryde asked the ques- 
tion: ‘Considering that national unions 
have individual autonomy, can this con- 
vention obligate the Federation to a plat- 
form against the wishes of its members ?’’ 

The Chair asked time to consider the 
question, . 

W. D. Mahon of the street railroads em- 
picyes stated that although he had been in- 
structed to vote for the plank he should 
vote against it. He was a Socialist, but 
had no desire to cram his ideas down any- 
body’s throat and he objected to having his 
union torn up for the next two years by 
a useless discussion. 

Lee M. Hart of the Stage Employes’ Al- 
liance announced that if plank 10 was 
adopted his union would withdraw from 
the Federation. The President, in answer 
to Mr. McBryde's question said that res- 


.olutions peaees by the Federation though 


presumed to be observed by the integral 
union could not be made obligatory, 

Mr. Lloyd, who intrqduced the motion to 
reinfer, reviewed the Trade Unionism of 
England, He said, ‘‘When workingmen se- 
cured the unity that exists in England 
they may begin to talk of a co-operative 
commonwealth.” 

He referred in detail to their operative 
institutions of England. He said the in- 


troduction of plank 10 into the platform of 


the Trades Union would drive away much 
of their support. 

Mr. Cohen of Denver spoke in favor of 
the free land amendment, which he said 
was the decline of philosophic anarchy. 
At 12:45 the committee took a recess. 

When the afternoon session opened the 
charges preferred against President Gomp- 
ers by the German Waiters’ Union, No. 1, 
and the Bar Tenders’ Union, No. 52, of New 
regarding the use Of a non-union 
for a dinner to John Burns and Mr.

CHICAGO, TIil., Dec: 15.—Eugene V. Debs 
and his associates’of'the A, R. U. Board of 
Directors held a conference this afternoon 
with their attorneys, Messrs. Gregory and 
Darrow, and outlined a plan of action in an 
appeal from Judge Woods’ decision to the 
United States Supreme Court. The con- 
ference lasted three hours. President Debs 
said the plans for the appeal have not yet 
been perfected.

GEN. RUGER COMING. 


The New Miitary Cemmander Will Visit 
Jefferson Barracks. 


Brig.-Gen. Thomas A. Ruger, who has re- 
cently succeeded Gen. Miles as commander 
of the Department of the Missouri, has sent 
word to Jefferson Barracks that he intends 
visiting the barracks at a very early date. 
It will be Gen. Ruger’s first visit to St. 
Louis in may years. He is, however, well 
known to many of the officers of his new 
command, for he was once before in com-

mand of the Department of the Missouri 
at a time when the headquarters were at 
Fort Leavenworth. 

Gen. Ruger is 60 years old, but is well 
preserved for a veteran who took part in 
many of the hardest fought battles of the 
four years of the war. He graduated at 
the West Point Academy in 1854, in the 
same class with Gen. O. O. Howard, who 
recemtly retired from service. From West 
Point he went into the army as a brevet 
second lieutenant and served as an engineer 
until near the close of 1855, when he re- 
signed. As in the case of Grant, the war. 
when it came upon the country in $861, found 
him a civilian, for he had studied law and 
was in active practice in Janesville, Wis., 
He endered the army as a volunteer and 
Wus sent to the front as lieutenant-colonel 
of the Third Wisconsin Regiment. In a 
short time he became the colonel of the 
regiment. One of his first acts as regimen- 
tal commander was to prevent the as- 
sembling of the Confederate Legislature at 
Frederick, Md. He put a veto, as it were, 
on all the acts of the statesmen who were 
about to pass laws making Maryland a 
Confederate State. 

His command was in the battles of Cedar 
Mountain and Winchester and the Mary- 
land Campaign of the Army of the Potomac 
in 1862. e was also at the battle of An- 
tietam and at Gettysburg he commanded 
a division. In 1866 he was mustered out after 
he had been appointed brevet major-gen- 
eral of volunteers for gallant conduct at 
the battle of Franklin, Tenn. He was at 
once appcinted to the regular army, with 
the rank of colonel, and subsequently his 
gallant conduct at Gettysburg was recog- 
nized by his promotion to brevet brigadier- 
general. He attained his present rank of 
brigadier-general in 1886. 

Gen. Ruger, from 1871 to 1876, was superin- 
tendent of West Point Academy, and since 
that time he has been in charge of the De- 

artments ef Dakota, Montana and Cali- 
ornia, and for a brief period with the Le- 

artment of the Missouri, He is the senior 
rigadier of the army and when Gen. Mc- 
Cook of Denver, who was recently made a 
Major-General, retires in April next, Gen. 
Ruger will me a Major-General. He is 
highly spoken of by the officers at Jefferson 
Barracks, both as a man and a soldier.

A SMILE FOR A CLUB, 


WASHINGTON, D. C,, Dec. 15.—Secerttary 
Carlisie’s currency reform bill came within 
one vote of being shelved in the House 
Committee on Banking to-night. Two 
Democrats—Ellis of Kentucky and Johnson 
of Ohio—voted with the Republican mem- 
bers against reporting the méasure, and 
gave notice that they would continue their 
opposition when the bill is considered on 
the floor. 

The vote to report the bill favorably 
stocd 9 to 8 The banking committee of 
this Congress has never agreed on a single 
measure, no matter what its nature, so that 
the split among the Democratic members 
was not wholly unexpected. 

The Republicans, led by Mr. Walker of 
Massachusetts, sharply criticised the ma- 
jority of the committee for their haste in 
reporting a bill, which Secretary Carlisle 


himself admitted on Monday last had been 
hastily dictated to a stenographer, and was 
in no wise complete. Mr. Walker with 
some heat commented on the omission in 
the measure, which tha Secretary had left 
blank for the committee to decide what 
should be inserted, and attacked Chairman 
Springer and his Democratic associates for 
attempting to railroad a measure which 
was defective on its face. 

Then Mr. Johnson and Ellis served notice 
that they were opposed to the Carlisle 
scheme, and Mr. Springer was in doubt 
for a minute or two whether it would be 
safe to put the question of reporting the 
bill to a vote. The discussion was marked 
by “‘too much Johnson,” Mr. Johnson o! 
Indiana following up Mr. Johnson of Ohio 
in opposing the bill. While this was going 
on Mr. Springer counted noses again, ani 
found that the bill had a majority of one 
and the tip was then passed around for a 
vote without further speechmaking. 

Then the Republicans started to howl gold 
again. Mr. Walker said the Democrats had | 3 
humbugged the prominent bankers who had 
come on to present their views before the 
committee, as Mr. Springer and his asso- 
ciates had not taken up or shown any dis- 
position to consider a single suggestion that 
had been developed in the hearing.

The theft Pi cotton from the Lesser Cot- 
ton Co., in which Mr. Carter was accused 
of being implicated vf the self-confessed 
thieves, was a very bold piece of work and 
has been ng on at Intervals for the past 
two years. The men who confess to steal- 
ing the cotton are pm Montgomery, col- 
ored, who runs an ress wagon, and 
Joseph Martinez, a im er, who works for 

They implicate, also, 
a@-sorter, formerly tn the employ of the 
company, by the name of Amrhein. He has 
left and his whereabouts are not known. 
Both Montgomery and Martinez are under 
arrest, warrants having been sworn out 
against them.

The members of the firm seeing him drive 
up to the.door in the morning. supposed 
he was hauling the cotton for them, but the 
cotton turned over to him Martinez never 
accounted for. It was not until the Lesser 
company received an anonymous communi- 
cation notifying them of the fact that it 
knew it was being robbed. Detectives Al- 
lender and Smith were put on the case and 
arrested Montgomery and Martinez. They 
confessed the crime and sought to implicate 
Mr. Carter, who ran a pickery, by saying 
he bought the cotton. He denied it, but the 
charge worried him greatly, as he feared 
that it might be believed by some and in- 
jure his business reputation. He was in ex- 
tremely poor health and the excitement 
doubtless hastened his death.

PUNISHING SUICIDE. 


The Salting of Their Bodies 
Foregsic Medicine. 


The embalming of human bodies is at 
present done by undertakers and there 
are few physicians, probably, who, if called 
upon to perform the operation, would be 
able to do so without consulting their 
books and reading up on the subject. In 
olden times the case was different, and in 
France especially; before the’ Revolution, 
says a writer in the Revue Scientifique, 


medical men were frequently called upon 
to embalm cadavers, although the operation 


was applied almost wholly to one class of 
subjects, i. e., to suicides. But why were 
the cadavers of suicides embalmed, and 
what was the process used? 

Suicide,”’ says Beccaria, “is an offense 
which it seems can be submitted to no pun- 
ishment prints: Sy called, since such pun- 
ishment could inflicted only. upon an 
insensible or lifeless’ body, or upon inno- 
cent: persons. Now, any punishment that 
might be meted.aut to the inanimate re- 
mains of the culprit would produce no 
other impression upion the spectators than 
that which they would .experience in see- 
ing a statue flogged.”’

In either case, however, it was necessary 
to preserve the cadaver for the entire 
length of the trial, which sometimes lasted 
for several months, so that in case the ac- 
cused was found guilty he might not escape 
punishnient. Hence the necessity of em- 
baltmoing, or “salting,”’ as it was called. 

It Sppeats from the old records that the 
operation and materials used were as fol- 
lows: The viscera of the cranial, thoracic 
and abdominal cavities were removed and 
the spaces stuffed with tow that had been 
soaked in a solution composed of one ounce 
of camphor, two ounces of Socotrine aloes 
and one gallon of’ alcohol. Deep incisions 
were then made in different parts of the 
body, and the latter was packed in salt in 
a wooden box, which, having beén coveréd 
and nailed, was formerly delivered to the 
jailor for safe keeping. 

This method of preserving cadavers 
seeins to have been successful except in a 
few instances in which the case against 
the accused, having been put upon the 
docket, was not reached for several years, 
and not disposed. of until the offensive 
state of the remains called attention to 
= necessity of legal action in re to 
them. .

CLARKSVILLE TOBACCO. 

CLARKSVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 15.—Tobac- 
co Offerings for this week were only mod- 
erate, being 362 hogsheads, sales for the 
week footing up 216 hogsheads, while re- 
ceipts only amounted. to hogsheads. The 
volume of business transact in the loose 
market, however, was the heaviest of this 
tobacco year. Only the lower grades were 
shown on the breaks, and the planters re- 
jected whenever the market appeared to 
show any easier tendency, but for the week 
the tone was firm, especially oan decided 
types. The first good tobacco handling 
season has for the past several days been 
enjoyed by the planters of the Clarksville 
tobacco district, and the loose deliveries are 
now heavy, planters’ wagons coming into 
town loaded down from all the counties of 
which the district is comp , and for the 
week there have probably n 600,000 
ounds received at the loose handling 
ouses, including what has been delive 
the first of the week on stalk, but now only 
stripped tobacco .is being marketed. Dur- 
ing the dry weather of last week and for 
some days prior the planters took 
advantage of it by burning many p 
beds and doing other necessary farm work 
preparatory to the pitching of another 
crop before the rains set in, as many pre- 
dicted a long wet season when the drouth 
should roken. The prospect now is 
from the number of beds that plants next 
spring will be abundant, and that a

The theology of the Rev. Cotton 
Mather and of other famous early New En- 
land divines.is distinctly affected by pie. 
The same is true of’the Puritans’ political 
doctrines which were mixed up with their 
theology. 
' From that time to this. pie has in- 
creased and multiplied in New England. 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, one of the most in- 
teresting examples of New UWngland char- 
acter in modern times, telils:us that he al- 
ways yearned for pie. Not only has New 
Engiand nourished herself on pie, but she 
has given it to the great-and bounding 
West, where it is often found in a pe- 
culiarly deadly form. 

The pie, as it has developed in the 
United States, is a flat, circular thing, 
with a- sodden undercrust.

can steal from the bank if they, wish to be 

foaibaeent. Long experience has "taught me 

that there is no certain protection for banks 

against dishonest clerks. All that we can 
do is to be sure of the men we employ.” 

“7 still have a large amount of confidence 
in mankind, and despite all the cynics say, 
I cerely believe that fully 9% per cent of 

civilized humanity is honest. Theré is not 
@ man behind the counters of this bank 
whom I do not have implicit faith in. To 
be sure, we watch all of them as close as 
we possibly can and keep at all times a 
close check ,upon their actions and upon 
their accounts, not because of any lack of 
faith in them, but simply as a principle of 
our business. And yet, with all our pre- 
cautions and watchtfulness, I know that it 
is ssible for them to steal, should they 
undertake to do so. There might at any 
time be a collusion between the receiving 
teller and the book-keeper, or between the 
paying-teller and the book-keeper, and with 
the aid of an outsider a large sum might be 
stolen before their dishonesty was detected. 
On the other hand, any dishonest act is 
just as liable to be found out in twénty- 
four hours. We surround our tellers. with 
a high iron screen, the object of which is 
to keep all persons from havi access to 
the cash except those who are directly re- 

sponsible for it. And yet a dozen or more 
mes a day some one of our employes find 
it mecessary to go inside of that railing 
and it would be the simplest thing in the 
world for any of them to slip a few bills 
or even a largé money package into their 
pockets while the tellers were looking in 
another direction. Some bankers, I believe, 
claim to have so perfect a system that 
stealing is not possible, but how they can 
protect themselves against such opportuni- 
ties for dishonesty as those I have pointed 
out is beyond my comprehension.” 

Mr. William H. Thompson, Cashier of the 
Boatmen’s Bank, is one of the bankers 
ta ape more trust in system than he 
the integrity of his employes, al- 

nef he probably has as much confidence 
in the men under him as any banker has 
in his employes. He employs no one who 
does not come to him with the strongest of 
recommendations, and each employe is sub- 
jected to a careful espionage until the 
chief is thoronghly familiar with his habits 
_and personal character. 

“The protection of banks from defalca- 
tion by dishonest employes,’ said Mr. 
Thompson, “is a subject that greatly inter- 
ests me and one‘that I have carefully 
studied. I do not think it would be possible 
for this bank to suffer so great a loss as the 
one ently discovered in the Shoe and 
Leat&er. I will not say that our funds 
could not be stolen through collusion on the 
yw of two or more of our employes, but 

am confident that no matter how skillful 
they might be in attempting to conceal 
their dishonesty it would be a question of 
but a very few weeks until the theft was 
brought to light. ““Now there are just two 
Ways by which a bank can prevent itself 
from being made the victim of a defatit- 
ing employe. One is by hiring men who are 
absolutely honest and the other is by having 
a@ sufficient number of employes to so sub- 
divide the work that no one man could 


puccessfully manipulate his accunts and: 


cover up for any length of time a faite 
entry. fe endeavor to do both, but our 
chief safeguard is our system, which I 
understand to be the same systew that is 
in effect in the Bank of England. We 
adopted it thirteen years ago and it has 
ever since beer-rigidly enforced. 

“As fast as one of the tellers pays a check 
he sticks it on one of those spindles.

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AN EW YORE ME1 HOD. 


How Clerks in Bauks Are Watcoked in 
the Metropolis. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The methods of 
protecting banks against dishonest em- 
ployes have been much discussed since the 
recent discovery of three defalcations in 
prominent banks and are likely to cause a 
spread of the rigid systems which some 
banks have already adopted. The Presi- 
dent of one modern banking house gave the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch correspondent to- 
day the following outline of his system, 
which he considers perfect: ” 

‘To begin with,’’ said the President, in 
explaining the system, “our book-keepers 
of city ledgers are all stationed on the 
upper floor, and do not even see or come 
in contact with our city depositors. 

‘‘The latter, when he comes in and hands 
in his book to be balanced, has no idea who 
the book-keeper is that will handle it. Once 


every month all the book-keepers are or- 
dered to take off a trial balance, and then 
they are inmmediately transferred from one 
ledger to another, so that they cannot get 
back to their books to adjust any error, if 
such be discovered. 

“All charges to city. depositors’ accounts 
are made from checks or charge tickets. 
These vouchers, together with the voucher 
list, remain in the custody of the clerk who 
writes them up until the passbook is left to 
be balanced. As the latter is handed in to 
another clerk there is no opportunity to 
‘arrange’ the accounts, if a book-keeper 
wanted to do so. If errors exist they are 
sure to be brought to light. 

“But the most important things are the 
examinations which we make. ourselves. 
These examinations we make every week 
or ten days. 

“For instance, our tellers finish up their 
work at say 5:30 and are ready to leave the 
bank. Almost before they are out of the 
door I or: the Vice-President—and we are 
the only ones who know when these moves 
are to be made—send for three of the book- 
keepers and make them a committee to go 
at once and make an examination of 
tellers’ department. Now, this will take 
these three clerks till midnight or after, but 
we pay them $15 or $25 extra each, with a 
reward, say of $100, if they: discover an error 
in the tellers’ accounts, and so the commit- 
tee are very glad to do this work. 

‘“‘Now, the next morning the tellers come 
to work without any idea that their ac- 
counts have been overhauled since they 
went home. A day wr . two later, 
or on some holiday, I may resolve the tell- 
ers into a committee to go and examine the 
accounts of the discount department or of 
the general book-Keeper, or the accounts of 
the very ones who made up the committee 
to examine the tellers. One thing about 
which we are very particular is that: the 
ones selected at any time to make an ex- 
amination shall not know whose work they 
are to examine, or, in fact, not know that 
they are even wanted to make any exam- 
jr ation at all, more than five minutes be- 
fore they are set to work at it, and that the 
persons whose accounts are to over- 
hauled have left the bank for home before 
the call for examination is made. 

‘tinder this syStem no man in this bank 
knows what minute his accounts’ will be 
gone over or by whom. If he is honest, it is 
of no consequence to him, and if he is dis- 
honest, we catch him before he has got 
away with anything. 

“We pay the committee well for making 
the cnaminations, and the reward for the 
discovery of any error stimulates them to 
find out if anything out of the way exists. 

“A written report, signed by the com- 
mittee, is made to us of each examination 
and this is filed away for reference. 

CHANGING THE MEN ABOUT. 

“Now, this would seem‘to be precaution 
enough, but we go still further. At irregu- 
lar but frequent intervals either the Vice- 
President or myself will telegraph the 
cashier at midnight to be at the bank early 
the next morn en he arrives there 
he finds a telegrain from me, ordering him 
to change about all the book-keepers and 
tellers as they report for work, without 
aentony | them to even go near the desk or 

books they were working at the day before. 

.“"That is to suy, Jones, instead of 
to his desk, where the accounts A to 
kept, will go to the desk used by Smith, th 
where Q to T accounts are, and Smith will 
go to work at Jones’ desk, and so on all 
through the force, This change may last 
for .five perhaps ten, then there is 
another shift.
